MAY BE END TO 
CORONER'S WORK. 


Plan to Abolish Office and 
Have Police and Health 


Department Surgeons 
Perform Duty. 


Defect in Investigation of the 
Defenbach Case Supports 
Radical Change in 
County Job. 


NO DOUBLE INVESTIGATION. 


A new plan for the investigation of those 
cases of suspicious deaths that now come 
under the jurisdiction of the Coroner’s office 
ig proposed by various police officials of the 


city. The plan as outlined contemplates the 


‘abolishment of the Coroner’s office entirely 


and the handling by surgeons connected with | 


the Police department or attached to the 
Health department of all investigations of 


It is claimed for the plan, which is proposed 
by officials of long experience in the de- 
partment, that while the cumbrous machin- 
ery of the Coroner’s office would be done en- 
tirely away with, not even a special bureau of 
the Police department would be needed in 
return. The Health department, which now 
compiles reports and statistics far in excess 
of any handled in the Coroner’s office, could, 
it is asserted, do all clerical work with a small 
additional force of clerks. 

The plan has met the approval of prom/- 
nent attorneys of large experience in criminal 
cases, although Coroner Berz does not agree 
with it. However, Coroner Berz admitted 
yesterday that unless his office is given wider 
jurisdiction in cases of suspicious death, it 
might as well be abolished. State’s Attorney 
Deneen also thought that the Coroner’s office 
was a necessary part of the machinery of the 


State’s Attorney Mebwen pointed out that 
the Coroner’s office dated as far back into 
antiquity as does the Sheriff's office and 
should therefore not be done away with 
without proper consideration. 

Mayor Harrison would not commit himself 
as to whether he thought the plan feasible 
or not, although he still sticks to the posi- 
tion he took when he upheld the police in 
their fight with the Coroner’s office at the 
time Mr. Bers attempted to designate cer- 
tain undertakers in the various parts of the 
city as those to whom in suspicious 


announced in commenting on the plan that he 
thought his police force could handle it as 
outlined, but he refused to criticise the Coro- 
ner’s office. 


Advantages of Police System. 

‘Describing the way in which the police 
could. easily handle the work of the Coro- 
ner’s office, it is pointed out that in cases of 
all deaths in which the attending physician 
refuses to issue a death certificate he should, 
as now, notify the Health department or 
the nearest police station. The law of the 
State as it stands, but unenforced, is that 
the remains of no person thought to have 
died from unnatural causes shall be dis- 
turbed until the notification and arrival of 
the police or Coroner and upon the official 
command or permission of either. The com- 
manding officer of the station of the dis- 
trict in which the case occurs can, it is point- 
ed out, assume all the duties that the Depu- 
ty Coroner would perform under like cir- 
cumstances. If necessary he could impanel 
a jury to pass judgment on the case. If the 
services of a physician were required a city 
physician appointed for the purpose, as are 
those of the Coroner’s office now, could hold 
the post-mortem, and the written reports 
of the inquest could be turned in at the 
Health department. 

The advantage of the police having charge 
in the cases in question is asserted to lie in 
the fact that the police practically have lim- 
itiess resources at hand in cases requiring 
investigation, and what is necessary to be 
done can be done more quickly and better 
by them than by the officials of the Coro- 
ner’s office. It also does away with the 
double investigation that occurs when the 
Coroner's jury returns a verdict of death by 
foul or unnatural means. . 


Defects in Defenbach Case. 

It frequently happens, as it has in the Def- 
enbach case, that the Coroner’s deputy and 
his jury fail to see the significance of evi- 
dence that later is run down by the police, 
with the result that crime is uncovered that 
was totally unsuspected. In such cases, and 
in cases where crime is palpable from the 
first, the police always act independently of 
the Corotier anyway. Frequently the com- 
manding officer of the district in which the 
crime was committed is in attendance at the 
inquest as a mere spectator, when, with the 
facilities of the entire police force at hand, 
he could conduct the preliminary examina- 
tion himself and arrive at the true state of 
affairs more quickly and satisfactorily. 


Expenses of Coroner’s Office, . 
‘The expenses of the Coroner’s office con- 
sist of the salary list and the incidentals, 
comprising car fare, stationary, etc. The 
salary list of Coroner Berz's office is $27,750 
yearly, as follows:

In addition to this there was last year an 
expense of $18,000 for holding inquests and 
post mortems; 4,760 cases were investigated, 
of which number inquests were held in 2,163. 
The inquests cost $6 each, the six jurymen 
each being paid a fee of $1. The other 2,627 
cases were investigated by the Coroner's 
physician. The total cost of running the 
office approximated $45,000, of which sum 
almost the whole of the salary list could be 
saved were the Coroner’s duties turned over 
to the police to perform.

Woman Faints and Not Revived 
for Several Minutes Owing to Ab- 
sence of Water Fountains. 


While Alderman A. T. Zeman was, in a 
speech, metaphorically rapping President 
Donnersberger and the other South Park 
Commissioners over the knuckles yesterday 
afternoon for not providing drinking foun- 
tains and other improvements for Gage 
Park, a woman fell in a dead faint from a 
bicycle on the boulevard not 300 feet from 
the speaker and, owing to the absence of 
water from the vicinity, she did not regain 
consciousness for fifteen minutes, The Al- 
derman was addressing a meeting of the 
Gage Park Improvement association, and 
the fainting woman was à timely illustra- 
tion of one of his points. 


Protest Against Delay. 
There was @ large number of property 
owners present when e meeting was ae 
to order in the depot Oakley avenue ahd 
Garfield boulevard. The object of the gather- 
ing was to protest against the delay of the 
South Park board in making promised im- 
provements. David M. McClean made the 
direct statement that although $160,000 
should have been expended by the Park 


board during the last twenty years in the 


immediate vicinity where the complaining 
citizens have property as the proper propor- 
tion to the taxes paid, in reality only $3,000 
had been spent. Police Captain Martin 
Hayes, John Gavin, and Henry Clausen 
were others who made direct charges of 
breach of faith against the commissioners. 
They declared that improvement promises 
had been made time after time only to be 
broken. All the speakers agreed in the 


charge that the Park Commissioners had 


voted $14,000 last spring for Gage Park im- 
provement purposes with no intention of so 
using it, but. merely to keep the residents of 
the vicinity quiet. 

Board Accused of Bad Faith. 

“We have been fooled time and again, 
said Captain Hayes. We have been too 
easy-going altogether and now we've got 
to fight. It was only the other day they 
made a show of doing a little something, 
but the instant people over to the east of 
us, near Jackson Park, wanted improve- 
ments hurried, the men were called off and 
sent over there to bore golf holes.“ 

There'll be no more begging,"’ said David 
M. McClean. ‘“ We will demand our rights 
and we will get them.“ 

A dozen of the property-owners present 
spoke along the same lines as the other 
speakers. The keynote of every speech was 
indignation. 

On the motion of David M. McClean a com- 
mittee of seven was named to appear before 
the South Park board and seek “ za redress 
of grievances.”

MRS. REBECCA BROWN, AN 
AGED WOMAN, LEAPS TO 
HER DEATH FROM WINDOW. 


Daughter Awakens to Find Herself 

Alone in Bed and Learns of Her 
Mother’s Fatal Jump—May Have 
Been a Suicide. 


Mrs. Rebecca Brown, 66 years old, leaped 
from a third story window of a flat at 98 
Ogden avenue at midnight last night and 
was so severely injured that she died within 
ten minutes. The police believe the woman 
deliberately opened the window and leaped 
forth to her destruction intentionally. 

Mrs. Brown lived with her daughter, Mary 
Ellen Brown, in the third flat, the windows 
of which face upon Madison street. The two 
retired about 9 o'clock, and at midnight 
the daughter awoke, to find herself alone in 
bed. She noticed the opened window, and, 
hurrying to it, saw a crowd at a drug store 
below. Fearing that harm had befallen her 
mother, she ran down-stairs, where she 
found the body of her dead parent. 

The mother, clad in her night clothing, it 
is thought, had slipped out of the bed, lifted 
the window, and thrown herself out. Her 
skull was fractured and her spine broken in 
the fall, a distance of thirty-five feet. No 
one saw her leap out of the window, but sev- 
eral heard her moans and ran to 
her aid. 

She was carried into Thayer's drug store at 
Madison street and Ogden avenue by Officers 
O’Brien and Ryan of the Lake Street Police 
Station. She died ten milnutes later. Mrs. 
Brown was injured in a street car accident 
last May and has since suffered from nervous 
troubles. The daughter denies that her 
mother attempted suicide and says it must 
have been an accident

Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—

LI LOOTERS. 


MANY MISSIONARIES SHARE THE 


Some Urge Invasion of Sacred City, 
Which They Would Rase After se- 


curing <All of Value — American | 


Troops, Given Permission to For- 
age, Carry Off Rich Prises—Little Is 
Left in the Chinese Capital When 
the Armics Depart. 


PEKIN, Sept. 7.—[{Correspondence. ]—The 
general consensus of opinion of the Ameri- 
can and British Ministers and Generais is 
that seldom, if ever, in the history of the 
world has any city been more completely 
looted and gutted than Pekin. It is mainly 
due to the influence of General Chaffee and 
the British General, Gaselee, that the sacred 
city itself has not suffered the same fate; in 
fact, most of the members of the embassies, 
their families, and even the missionaries, 
think that a great mistake was made in not 
looting it and burning it to the ground. They 
argue that if all the property of the mer- 
chants, bankers, pawnbrokers, and even the 
houses of the poor have been looted and 
burned, why should the property of ‘those 
mainly responsible be saved and held sacred 
for their future use? 


Many Missionaries Among Looters, 


Some of the most persistent looters have 
been the missionaries. Recently meeting 
one with five cart loads of furs and antique 
furniture, Major Waller asked the missionary 
by what right he had taken the things, and 
to his astonishment was told by permission 
of Major Waller. He informed the mis- 
sionary he was mistaken, as he himself was 
Major Waller, and he should confiscate 
every bit of it. 

It is an every day sight to see soldiers, 
camp followers, and members of the riff-raff 
that is following the army, selling all sorts 
of things, particularly the silver shoes which 
were used as cash, valued at $7, $13, $30, and 
$50, according to weight. Hundred-dollar 
watches were selling for $5, but now prices 


have gone up and silver shoes are selling 


for two-thirds of their value and other things 
accordingly. 


Fortunes in Stolen Silver. 


The proprietor of a Pekin hotel has bought, 
it is stated, silver worth over $250,000 at a 
cost of less than §50,000. 

The Sikh soldiers have done a lot of trad- 
ing in silver, buying from the Russians cheap- 
ly and selling at a profit. An ex-street arab 
from New York has made a clear $2,000 with 
a capital of nothing except unlimited cheek 
and no scruples whatever on the subject of 
his right to loot. 

Major Waller has in his possession a vast 
amount of stuff, a large portion of which 
has been taken from looters. General Chaf- 
fee has not yet decided with regard to its 
disposition, but it will probably be sold at 
auction. 

Americans Allowed to“ 

American soldiers have not been officially 
allowed to loot, but only to forage, which 
means that parties have gone out daily over 
the American quarters and collected the 
things most needed by the troops, such as 
bedding, furniture for camp use, etc. Most 
of the soldiers on the march to Pekin threw 
away their blankets and other impediments 
which rendered the march under a burning 
sun unbearable... At night now they would 
guffer from cold if they had not been al- 
lowed to commandeer the necessary cov- 
ering. It is only human nature if the soldier 
boys in that duty should pick robes of ermine, 
gray fox skins, and other warm furs rather 
than those of a coarser and uglier ap- 
pearance. 

Ching Meets with Rebuffs. 

Prince Ching, who visited the foreign Min- 
isters yesterday, did not receive that cordial 
reception he seemed to expect. At the Brit- 
ish Legation, the first-one he visited, the 
demeanor of Sir Claude MacDonald was chilly 
in the extreme, and the visit occupied no 


longer than five minutes. 
Prince Ching was in his sedan chair, borne 


on the shoulders of eight gorgeously ap- 


pareled servants, preceded by four Chinese 
officials of high rank, each wearing the insig- 
nia of the peacock'’s feather. A troop of 
Japanese cavalry acted as escort and guard, 
From the British Legation the cavalcade 
went to the German Legation, but were re- 
fused admission to the grounds, being in- 
formed by the Chinese interpreter of the le- 
gation that the representatives of his Im- 
perial Majesty the Emperor of Germany 


were not receiving social calls at present 


from Chinese officials. At the Spanish 

tion, where also the French Minister resides, 
as his residence was destroyed, the call only 
lasted twelve minutes, and at tae Austrian 


hardly as long. 
Prince Explains to Conger. 


At the Russian Legation over an hour was 
spent. From there the American Legation 
was visited. Here the Prince was received 
by Mr. Conger and the members of the lega- 
tion. The Prince told Mr. Conger he felt 
ashamed to look him in the face, but that 
personally he had done all in his power to 
prevent the catastrophe that had happened, 
but the force of events had proved tog much 
for him. Ching said he had merely come to 
pay a visit of respect to an old friend. 

It is stated on reliable authority that at 
the Japanese Legation Ching was informed 
that Japan was utterly opposed to any di- 
vision of China by the powers, and that both 
England and America would stand by her in 
this demand; that China would have to pay 
heavily for the trouble she had caused, but 
it would not be in loss of territory. 

If the opinion of high officials here can be 
taken as a guide Russia, Germany, France, 
and possibly Italy, are in favor of a division 
of China, with a merely nominal Chinese 
empire, while England, America, and Japan 
will demand the open door policy, a heavy 
indemnity, and for a long period the policing 
ot the country by an international force. 


Tien Tsin Buildings in Demand, 

TIEN TSIN, Sept. 17.—[ Correspondence. 
With the general belief that this city is to 
be the military center and base for the win- 
ter, all the powers are now engaged in a gen- 
eral scramble for bulidings. Anything that 
has a roof is now valuable, and every build- 
ing in the foreign concession which the bom- 
bardment left capable of repairs is being put 
in shape for either barracks or storerooms. 

The Fifteenth Infantry, Colonel Moale com- 
manding, and at present senior American offi- 
cer in Tien Tsin, is located in the buildings 
and compound of the American Methodist 
mission. A quarter of a mile further down 
the Taku road is the camp of the Third Ar- 


tillery, in the compound of the property of 


Mr. Drew, an American. The marine bat- 
talion is 1 in the buildings of the 
British concession, the officers occupying sev- 
eral houses on Victoria Terrace. The com- 
92 and Quartermasters’ depots are on 
the Bund, in the old Tien Tsin Hotel. 


Many Clashes Between Troops. 
FE presence of such a large number of 

ps in close contiguity, the conflicting cus- 
toms and national prejudices, make Tien Tsin 
a delicate and interesting place just at 3 
ent. The whole atmosphere is charged wi 
the tenseness of local conditions, and —— 
nicest diplomacy is constantly being called 
into play to smooth over little eruptions and 
the friction natural to such circumstances. 

Two events of this week which were 

nant with possibilities have been pleasantly 
adjusted and have left no apparent trace of 
feeling. One was the killing of Corporal 
Hughes of Battery D, Third Artillery, and 
the wounding of a private of the same bat- 
tery, by a French sentry. The whole affair 
was unfortunate, but an investigation dis- 
closed that the sentry was not to blame, It 
appears that the Americans were out after 
dark and had been drinking. They were 
halted by a sentry on the French pontoon 
bridge, and, disregarding his * they 
tried to rush him. One of the men fired his 
revolver, discharging four chambers, when 
the sentry fired, killing Hughes. He was at- 
tacked by the second American, whom he 
bayoneted, inflicting a slight wound. 


Russians and British in Row. 

The other instance was a slight tilt be- 
tween the British and Russians. The former 
had posted a guard over a pile of wood and 
hoisted a British fag. A Russian guard, ac- 
cording to report, made an attempt to seize 
the wood, also hoisting a flag and threatening 
to cut down the British colors. General 
Campbell happened to be on the scene at the 
time, unaccompanied. Seeing the grav ity 
of the situation, he asked an American 
ficer to assist him, explaining that he feared 
the two guards, who were Indians of the 
Bengal Lancers, might preciitate trouble, 
The American consented to remain, while 
the General sought the Russian commander. 
Admiral Alexieff immediately recalled the 
Russians when the matter was explained to 
him and apologised for their action. It is 
reported all the men were punished. 


BRITISH ELECTION NEAR END. 
Only Thirteen More Members to Be De- 


cided Upon and Then Work Will 
Be Complete.

All Favor Annexation. : 

A peculiar fact about the new Parliament 
is that its members are entirely free to act 
as each individual pleases regarding the 
south African settlement, not one of the 
candidates elected having given any specific 
pledges. This is due largely to the fact that 
the country is practically a unit in favor of 
the annexation of the two republics and is 
willing to trust to Lord Salisbury to figure 
out the details for the government to follow. 


VATICAN FOR AMERICAN RULE. 


Bellamy Storer Says Pope Leo Prefers 
the United States Sovereignty in 
the Philippines. 


GENEVA, Oct. 14.—Bellamy Storer, United 
States Minister to Spain, in the course of 
a conversation here today, regarding his 
recent interview with the Pope, said: 

Leo appeared to be in much better health 
than when I saw him two years ago. He 
is full of life and has lost none of the in- 
terest he has had from the first in matters 
relating to the Church of Rome. 

Since Archbishop Ireland’s visit to the 
Vatican it is clearly understood there that 
the best interests of the Roman Catholic 
Church demand American rule tn the Philip- 
pines. The United States and the Catholic 
Church have the same aims there and hope 
to work together for order and peace.”’ 

Mr. Storer asserted that the Filipines had 
made three attempts to open negotiations 
with the Vatican, all of which were refused. 


Indian Cotton Industry Booms. 

LONDON, Oct. 153 a. m.— An interesting re- 
pert upon the Indian cotton industry is published 
this morning by the Times.

PARIS, Oct. 14.—Drastic measures. have 
been applied by the Minister of War 
toward officers at Fontainebleu for 
having ostracised Captain Coblents, 
a Jew. The Minister has removed six of the 
superior officers of the garrison, displacing 
the commander, and will recall the General 
in command of the entire garrison. 
Captain Cobifnts, an artillery officer, was 
recently transferred to Fontainebleau from a 
northern garrison, exchanging with an in- 
structor in the school, Who had finished his 
turn of service in that capacity. Captain 
Coblentz is a Jew, and upon his arrival at 
Fontainebleau he left his cards upon his new 
comrades, but the calls were not returned, 
and one of the officers, Major Duval de 
Granville, undertook to express to the Min- 
ister of War the feelings of the other officers, 
who had decided to adopt towards Captain 
Coblents an attitude calculated to make his 
stay at Fontainebleau impossible. 


General Andre Punishes Officers. 

In view of this General Andre, the Minis- 
ter of War, has punished Major de Granville 
with fifteen days’ imprisonment in addition 
to sending him away from the school to a 
regiment in the provinces, The Minister like- 
wise sent back to their regiments six other 


officers.

Only One Way out. 

It French officers refuse to tolerate Jews 
in the ranks these should no longer be al- 
lowed to enter Saint Cyr or the Polytech- 
nique or the Ecole Centrale, but, on the other 
hand, there is no reason why the private sol- 
diers should be less fanatical than the officers, 
and the only possible conclusion therefore 
is that in order to avoid this state of things 
so impessible in a country where military 
service is compulsory is that all members of 
the Jewish religion must henceforth be dis- 
pensed from the military service, . 

Coal Famine Is Imminent. 
France is absolutely dependent upon 
America for its coal, and the crisis 
has reached an acute stage. Eighty 
thousand tons of coal have been ordered by 
the French railways from America, and 
the Northern railway company alone has 
bought 70,000 tons of coal abroad. It is es- 
timated that France would suffer a logs of 
4,000,000 francs in case of an army mobilisa- 
tion 


Until the coal arrives from America it is 
impossible to move all the trains, and the iron 
and glass industries are suffering from want 
of fuel, and laundries will be obliged to stop 
washing unless coal should go down in price. 

Other Prices Go Up with Coal. 

Coal im Paris has increased eight cents 
per fifty pounds, and the city tax on coal 
may be abolished to prevent distress. 

The increase in the price of coal and wood 
pulp has sent the price of paper booming 
upward, and it is certain that the price of 
books in Paris will be sensibly raised within 
a few days. Books now selling for 20 cents 
will sell for 25.

During the last week of the campaign Chi- 
cago will be the center of interest to IIlinois 
people.

Standing on a whisky barrel, with her 10- 
year-old daughter Anna watching her move- 
ments from below, Mrs. Mary Dixon leaned 
over the partition of a wineroom in a saloon 
at 304 Milwaukee avenue last evening and 
fired six shots from a revolver at the occu- 
pants of the place. One bullet struck its in- 
tended victim, the woman’s husband, an- 
other hit his companion, Miss Kate Charles- 
ton, while the others flew wild, imperiling 
the lives of James Mattrams and Miss Sadie 
Erickson and causing a stampede of every- 
body inthe saloon. 

Detectives Mullen and Ryan of the West 
Chicago Avenue Police Station heard the 
shots and arrived in time to arrest Mrs. 
Dixon, James Mattrams, and Miss Erick- 
son. The latter lives at 56 West Huron 
street. Miss Charleston, who all the wit- 
nesses declare was wounded, made her es- 
cape before the policemen arrived. Her 
home is at 147 Austin avenue. 

William Dixon, the husband, was found on 
the floor of the wineroom with a bullet 
wound an inch below his right eye. The 
bullet ranging downward, broke the upper 
jaw bone, knocked out several teeth, and 
lodged below the lower jaw bone. He was 
sent to the home of his mother, 3738 Grand 
avenue, in a police ambulance, where a phy- 
sician extracted the bullet. His wound is 
not considered fatal. 


Wife Tells Her Story. 

Mrs. Dixon did not deny the shooting. 
She was greatly perturbed mentally, but told 
a straightforward story to the police at the 
West Chicago Avenue Station. She said 
she married Dixon twelve years ago, and 
that he had been neglectful of her. She had 
been compelled to earn a living for herself 
and child, she said, and in addition had been 
forced to submit to all of the affronts to 
her woman nature that could be suggested 
by her husband. Mrs. Dixon said they had 
lived apart 4 considerable part of the last 
three years, and that she had taken him back 
repeatedly on promises of reform. Two 
weeks ago, she said, they commenced living 
together again, she’ warning him with a 
covert threat if he failed to conduct himelf 
properly. On Saturday last, Mrs. Dixon 
said, she saw her husband with a woman, 
and yesterday he left the house declaring he 
was going to visit female friends. Mrs. 
Dixon went to the home of her mother at 
349 Milwaukee avenue, 

Late in the afternoon Dixon and Miss 
Erickson made their appearance in front of 
the house and took a seat on the curbstone. 
Dixon hugged and kissed his female com- 
panion repeatedly in view of his wife, who 
was at the window, and fnally the couple 
walked away and joined Mattrams and Miss 
Charleston in the wineroom of the saloon. 


_ Goes Home for Revolver. 
Goaded to desperation, Mrs. Dixon went 
home and, securing. a revolver, told her 
daughter Anna to accompany her. She went 
to the saloon. Overhearing her husband 
talking, she located the room in which the 
party was seated. A whisky barrel, standing 
on end against the partition, afforded her the 
opportunity she seught, and climbing upon 
it she surveyed the scene long enough to 
discern her husband’s features. Then six 
revolver shots in rapid succession startled 
the party, and the bartender rushed from 
behind the bar and disarmed Mrs. Dixon. 
The police arrived the next moment and 
arrested all except Miss Charleston, who 
escaped during the confysion. ;

II. VOCKE WILL CONVERT woBODY. 

William Vocke, a good citizen, who has 
hitherto been recognized as a good Repub- 
lican, made a speech in the Central Music 
Hall night before last to a sympathetic 
but small audience. As he spoke in Ger- 
8 and as the 800 persons who heard him 

rough understood that language, it is evi- 
dent that there was no great eagerness on 
the part of Chicago Germans to listen to 
the reasons of their well-known and re- 
‘spected compatriot for leaving the Repub- 
lican party and supporting the candidacy 
of Mr. Bryan. 

Mr. Voeke’s speech, which was quite fully 
reported in yesterday's Tripung, shows 
that he has gone off on a tangent in this 
campaign: He has permitted his feelings 
as a German to get the better of his feel- 
ings as an American, This is so manifest 
that his speech will make no converts for 
Bryan. It will have a contrary effect, for 
it deals almost entirely with the foreign 
relations of the United States as if they 
were of more importance than domestic 
questions, It is in an assumed overfriendly 
attitude towards one foreign power and in 
alleged attempts to disturb the friendly 
relations between the United States and an- 
other foreign power that Mr. Vocke dis- 
covers reasons for the election of Bryan. 
It has been the habit of American citizens 
to consider domestic as of more importance 
than foreign affairs, and to elect as Presi- 
dent he who could best administer those 
domestic affairs. | 

Mr. Vocke spoke long and earnestly of 
those half-forgotten questions which med- 
dlers or alarmists sought to magnify. He 
revived the Dewey-Von Diederichs episode, 
the Samoan affair, and the idle talk about 
German colonists in Brazil. Mr. Vocke had 
also much to say about “ perfidious Al- 
bion and the Boer war, He did not allow 
the Philippines and Aguinaldo to pass un- 
noticed, but be paid next to no attention 
to what is going on in the United States. 
The approaching election is not to be held 
in Germany, Eugland, or Luson. Conse- 
quently the questions which should and 
do interest voters the most are those which 
relate to their own country and not to 
south Africa, South America, or Oceanica. 
This impending election is to be decided 
not with an eye to future relations with 
Germany or England, but with an eye 
to the domestic welfare of the American 

people. 


Mr. Vocke’s speech is almost grotesque 
when it is understood that it is addressed 
to American voters~who are to be called 
upon to determine American questions. He 
ignores or barely mentions the demands 
of the Kansas Oity platform. All that 
he has to say of the monetary question 
is that it was “settled four years ago.” 
The man whom he is supporting for the 
Presidency denies that that is the case. 
The majority of the German voters, having 
read the Kansas City platform and Bryan's 
letter of acceptance, do not believe it is 
the case. Mr. Vocke is too intelligent to 
say more than a word about the imaginary 
dangers of “militarism.” He passes by 
“government by injunction,” the income 
tax, the threats leveled at the Supreme 
Court, and the “ trusts.” 

While alleging that it is because of “ im- 
perlallem that he is going to vote for 
Mr. Bryan, it is evident that other con- 
siderations sway Mr. Vocke and that our 
relations with Germany and Great Britain 
are to him the “paramount issue.” His 
speech is an appeal to the nativistic preju- 
dices of his own people. It is singularly 
narrow in its scope and will be ineffective. 
The attempt to get up a large meeting to 
listen to it was a failure. A perusal of 
the speech shows that the meeting was 
deservedly a failure. Neither the German- 


| speaking nor the English-speaking citizens 


are going to vote on the issue tendered 
them by Mr. Vocke. They have much more 
important matters to attend to. 


EXPORT TRADE A NEcEssIry. 
-Brooks.Adams has written a book in 
whieh he sets forth the theory that the 
financial and political convulsions of re- 
cent years in the Western Hemisphere are 
due to the decay of England's power. He 
says the center of commercial and finan- 
cial sipremacy has been passing from Lon- 
don across the Atlantic, and the Spanish 
wat was only the shock of its arrival in 
the United States. The controlling power 
under the new industrial conditions will 
continue to be held by this country so long 
as we can maintain the vast export trade 
now enjoyed. Within the last five years 
we have passed the point where the hermit 
policy is no longer useful but would be 
suicidal. Expansion and the maintenance 
ofa money that is accepted as sound by 
the nations of the world are of more vital 
importance than ever before. 

A monograph on the nation’s iron and 
steel trade, just issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics, shows the exact nature of our 
present commercial supremacy. The Unit- 
ed States is now the greatest producer of 


iron, steel, coal, copper, cotton, bread- 


stuffs, provisions, and many other articles. 
It produces 30 per cent of the entire world's 
output of iron ore. It not only surpasses 
all other nations in the amount of its pig 
iron, but it also makes 77 per cent of its 
pig tonnage into steel. Though the United 
States is the greatest steel consuming coun- 
try in the world, it can no longer keep its 
furnaces and mills going without an enor- 
mous export trade. It now exports six 
times as much iron and steel as it import 
The problem of continued enn 
steel industries has become a commercial 
problem—that of continuing to hold foreign 
markets as well as those at home. 

How closely the interests of all sections 
of the country are bound together in this 
export. question may be seen in the fact 
that the pig iron trade with Europe is at 
present limited by the quantity of bottom 
offered it as ballast in cotton cargoes. The 
difference in the cost of producing pig iron 
in the United States and in Pusland is 
slightly in favor of this country, owing to 
the superior skill of American workmen and 
the larger size of our plants. The differ- 
ence is not enough to allow of shipping 
whole cargoes of pig iron, but it is enough 
to allow of its going as ballast with cotton 
cargoes at reduced rates, Thus the staple 
products of the manufacturing North and 
of the agricultural South cross the Atlantic 
together, each helping to reduce the carry- 
ing price of the other. Both sections have 
reason to desire the continued supremacy 


of the United States among the indnstrial 
nations of the world. The election of Bryan 
would be a ruinous blow to the commercial 
interests, because it would destroy con- 
pe fay the nation’s credit at home and

He is in charge of the Dastern 
end ot the Bryan campaign and is making 
speeches in the Eastern States, in which 
he takes the position that the United States 
troops should be withdrawn at once from 
the Philippine Islands, where, he declares, 
they are waging un unjust, unholy, and

A year ago no man was more insistent 
that the war must not be ended in such a 
way as to impair our prestige. He even 
talked at that time without a shudder of 
“whipping the Filipinos into submission.” 
Now he is ready to shed tears as he extends 
the hand of sympathy across the ocean, for 
campaign purposes, to Aguinaldo, who is 
in the patriot business for revenue only, as, 
he has several times demonstrated.

GALVESTON’S FUTURE DANGER. 
The leading article in the current num- 
ber of the National Geographic Magazine 
is a discussion of the Galveston catastrophe 
by Mr. W. J. MeGee, a former member 


of the United States Geological Survey. 


What he says will not tend to reassure 
the people of Galveston in their brave work 
of rebuilding the city on its old site. Mr. 


Medee brings scientific evidence to show 


that the island on which Galvestan is locat- 
ed is gradually sinking beneath the waters 
of the gulf. All that region of the gulf 
coast, like the New Jersey coast, is under- 
going a subsidence more marked than that 
which has placed Holland's cultivated fields 
thirty feet below tide level. The present 
rate of coast subsidence in Holland is about 
one foot in a century. That of the New 
Jersey coast is estimated at two feet in 
the same length of time. Mr. McGee says 
the geologic indications go to show that 
the subsidence of the gulf coast is nearly as 
rapid as that in New Jersey and is certainly 
not less than a foot in a century. 

The region affected extends from Mobile 
Bay to Galveston Harbor, and Galveston 
is in the worst situation because it lies 
at the end of the long line of coast islands 
or keys and is open to the widest range 
of gales. The distance of these keys from 
the coast and the deep water intervening 
are among the geologic indications of sub- 
sidence. The disappearance of Last Is- 
land, the New Orleans pleasure resort, with 
most of its inhabitants, just forty-four 
years before the Galveston disaster, is 
ascribed to the same cause. On Belize 
Bayou stands the skeleton of an old Spanish 
magazine built 200 years ago. At the 
time the Eads jetties were built it was 
noted that there was ten feet of water 
above the doorsill of this old structure. 
Nineteen years later the water was again 
measured and showed an additional sub- 
sidence of nearly a foot, Engineer Corthell, 
the successor of Eads, has estimated from 
this that the coast at the mouth of the 
Mississippi is sinking at the rate of five 
feet in a century. | 

Galveston is built on the last of the 
natural embankments of this coast to re- 
main unsubmerged, and Mr. McGee believes 
it is “bourd to be overwhelmed by one 
of the few great forces of nature to which 
human ingenuity and strength must bow.” 
He thinks inevitable disaster will follow 
the rebuilding of the city on its devastated 
sand bank. But as it will take a couple 
of centuries to lower the present level of 
the island to the surface of the gulf at 
the present rate, his statements will prob- 
ably give the Galveston people little alarm. 
They may defeat the encroaching water 
as successfully as have the Hollanders. 
The unpleasant fact of coast subsidence, 
however, should not be ignored, but should 
be provided against by artificially raising 


the level of the city site. It should not be 


a great task to offset a subsidence of a 
foot or two in a century. whet! 


THE ASCENDENCY OF CROKER. 

Often in the past the Democratic party 
has nominated for the Presidency some dis- 
tinguished citizen of New York—Seymour, 
Tilden, or Cleveland—that it might better 
its chances of carrying that important State.

Neverthe- 
less, Mr. Bryan, who has been guilty of none 
of those offenses which have blackened 
Croker’s name, has gone into partnership 
with him, expecting that he will make 
something by it. | : 
Bryan and his party will profit by this 
coalition. They will gain by it a large addf- 
tion to their campaign fund. The money 
thus obtained will come in good part from 
gaming-houses, brothels, and policy shops, 
but it will smell as sweet to the Democratic 
Executive committee as if it came from 
merchants or manufacturers, There will 
also be a considerable increase in the Dem- 
derutie vote of New York Oity next No- 
vember, That increase will be obtained by 
the free use of repeaters and by ballot box 
stuffing, but Mr. Bryan will not inquire 
curiously into this matter. He is only in- 
terested in results. While accusing the Re- 


publicatis of fraud be will shut his eyes to 
Mr. Croker’s assaults on the purity of the 
ballot box.

According to the plan 
of its promoters the new company is to be 
organized without capital stock and not 
for “pecuniary profit.” Its road is to be 
built with money secured from the sale of 
bonds in sufficient amount to pay the bare 
cost of construction, and when the city 
chooses to pay off the bonds it can have 
the road. It is estimated that the line 
can be built for $40,000 a mile, or $160,000 
for the four miles proposed. ‘ 

The street over which it is proposed to 
run is already occupied by the tracks of 
other corporations, but the point is made 
that a “duplicate rail” ordinance may be 
passed by the City Council, allowing the 


new corporation to lay rails close to those 


already in position. It is declared that 


such ordinances have already been passed. 
upon and declared legal by the Supreme | 
Court of the State. As proof that the plan | 
is practicable it is pointed out that it was | 
adopted and successfully used for a num- | 


ber of years on Randolph street, between 
Dearborn street and Fifth avenue, where 
one set of tracks were employed by the 
North Chicago Street railway company, 
while the cars of the West Chicago railway 
company ran over the duplicate tracks, oc- 
‘cupying practically the same space. 

The plan has attractive features. A di- 
rect line which will carry people from Lin- 
eoln Park as far out on the South Side 
as Twenty-Second street without change of 
cars and without the expense of a second 
fare is something much to be desired, as it 
is greatly needed. There is no serious ques- 
tion about the practicability of the duplicate 
rail plan, provided only that the two lines 
occupying the same street would work to- 
gether in a reasonable degree of peace and 
harmony, Right here, however, is a dif- 
ficulty in the way. It is likely that the run- 
ning of the cars of rival companies over 
practically the same space would result in 
endless friction and delays, so that in the 
end the condition of the unhappy North Side 
resident wanting to get down-town to busi- 
ness might not be greatly improved. 

The plan of Mr. Bonney and his associ- 
ates, however, has many points of merit 


which if they are not tried on Clark street | 
deserve to be given a fair test in some other | 


part of the city. 


COLLEGE FINANCES. 

The great contributions which have been 
made to colleges in this country during 
the last two years lend additional interest 
to the reports which have just been made 
public by President Charles F. Thwing 
of Western Reserve University, as to their 
finances and investments, Every one is 
aware of the generous donations which 
have been made to them, but few are 
aware to what an extent some of the more 
fortunate ones have invested their sur- 
pluses in bonds and mortgages. The large 
majority of our colleges are poor, but there 
are many which have income-producing 
property. 

President Thwing's reports show that 
four-fifths of the productive funds of col- 
leges are invested in bonds and mort- 
gages. Only a few have made any in- 
vestments in stocks. Two of them, Colum- 
bia and Harvard, have considerable in- 
vestments in real estate, hut of the lat- 
ter’s ten or more millions d bonds 
claim the largest share. His rts also 
show that twenty colleges have an income- 
producing property of at least $1,000,000. 
He enumerates these as follows: Harvard, 
$10,000,000; Yale, $5,000,000; Columbia, 
property producing a revenue of $425,000; 
Cornell, $6,000,000; University of Chicago, 
$8,000,000; Johns Hopkins, $3,000,000; 
Northwestern University, $3,000,000; Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, $2,500,000; Wes- 
leyan of Middletown, Conn., $1,000,000; 
Amherst, $1,000,000; Boston University, 
$1,000,000; Rochester University, $1,200,- 
000; Tulane University of Louisiana, 
$1,000,000; Western Reserve University, 
$1,000,000; and Brown University, $1,000,- 
000. Several State universities, among 
them those of California, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota, have revenues rep- 
resenting either property or State help to 
the amount of $1,000,000 and upwards. 

Considering’ the small number of col- 
leges having interest-bearing property to 
the amount of $1,000,000, President Thwing 
infers that the most of the remaining 375 
colleges must be poor. Indeed, he says, 
that “the number of colleges which have 
each less than $200,000 in interest-bear- 
ing funds is considerably larger than the 
number of those which have more than 


$200,000.” All told, the 400 colleges have | 


about $150,000,000 from which they de- 
rive an income, while the value of the 
grounds, buildings, and apparatus of these 
colleges represents another 8150, 000, 000. 
These figures demonstrate that while the 
majority of colleges may be comparatively 


poor, yet upon the average the college sys- |’ 


tem of the United States is safely ground- 
ed. And there never was a time when 
individual help has been so generous as 
now. President Thwing says: “A gift of 
$1,000,000 to education is now more com- 
mon than was the. gift of $50,000 fifty 
years ago. Gifts of $5,000,000 are soon 
to become as common as gifts of $50,000 
were fifty years ago, and the time may not 
be remote when the gift of $50,000,000 
toward the establishment of institutions of 
learning or of charity may be frequent.” 
President Thwing’s forecast is an optimis- 
tic one. It is not likely that donations will 
reach these large figures, nor is it desirable 
from some points of view that they should. 
Still, there is no question of the great in- 
crease of generosity. Ae the larger in- 
stitutions are so-well provided for, would 
it not be better if the tide of giving should 


set in the direction of the poorer

bezziers are virtually assured of immunity 
from punishment. For while, on the one 
hand, the Italian government would not and 
could not permit anybody in Italy, even 
within the Vatican precincts, to be consigned 
to a term of imprisonment or penal servitude, 
save by virtue of a decree of the regularly 
constituted Italian tribunals, the papal au- 
thorities realize that they cannot apply to 
the Italian courts for the punishment of 
crimes perpetrated within the precincts of 
the Vatican without abandoning their claims 
to the extraterritoriality of the entire palace 
and gardens of the Vatican. 

This extraterritoriality, though implied by 
the law of so-called Law of Guarantees, as 
the convertion is styled which governs the 
relations of church and state in Italy, is 
denied by the Itallan government, which 
bases its contention on the fact that it is not 
defined or even mentioned in the agreement. 

Thanks to this, the people who rob the Pope 
‘and who perpetrate thefts, forgeries, or any 
kind of crimes within the Vatican have so 
far escaped punishment. Indeed, they even 
escape public disgrace and odium. For the 
papal authorities are naturally interested in 
keeping public attention from the fact that 
crimes against property may be committed 
with impunity in the Vatican, as such an 
impression would naturally tend to discour- 
age the contribution of the pious to the ex- 
‘chequer of the papacy. 

It is not until some full-fledged murder, 
the assassination of some prelate, possibly 
even a more or less successful attempt on the 
life of the venerable Pontiff himself takes 
place that an end will be put to this abnor- 
mal condition of affairs which virtually con- 
stitutes an invitation to crime. It is difficult 
to peréeive how, in the event of a murder 
being perpetrated in the Vatican, the Italian 
government could refrain from taking imme- 
diate action in the matter. even to the extent 
of instituting searches in every nook and 
corner of the papal palace, arresting and 
holding pontifical officials. and rendering all 
the occupants of the Vatican, from Cardinals 
down to the humblest domestic, answerable 
to the Italian tribunals and magistrates. Nor 
is it comprehensible that in such an event 


the papal authorities would endeavor to 


shield the criminal for the sake of maintain- 
ing the contested fiction of papal extrater- 
ritortality, 

— 


Among the known robberies to which the 
Pope has been subjected during the last ten 
or fifteen years are those of the Commenda- 
tore Ficatelli, brother of the Bishop of Citta 


after robbing the Vatican of about $200,000; 
Count Balbachini, treasurer of the Holy 
Congregation of Charities and for several 
years the most trusted financial adviser of 
the Pope, who likewise made his escape to 
America after robbing the papacy of several 
millions of francs; and Archbishop Folchi, 
treasurer of the Holy Father, who involved 
the Pope in the loss of many millions of 
francs more. Indeed, there is quite a long 
list of these laymen and ecclesiastics who 
have énriched themselves at the expense of 
the Vatican, some of them self-expatriated, 
while others, realizing that they were safe 
from punishment, have coolly remained in 
their native land in full enjoyment of their 
ill-gotten wealth, and constitute a standing 
encouragement to unscrupulous members of 
the papal entourage to render themselves 
guilty of similar dishonesty. 


No little attention has been created by the 
fact that the royal wedding at Munich 
the other day was attended by the reigning 
Prince of Monaco, his American-born consort, 
however, being conspicuous by her absence, 
not having been included in the invitation 
addressed to her husband. The fact that she 
is neither of royal nor éven of noble birth, 
being a daughter of the New Orleans bank- 
er, Michael Heine, would have rendered her 
presence in any state ceremony at a court so 
strict on questions of etiquette, birth, and 
precedence as that of Munich extremely 
awkward, if not absolutely impossible. 

But there were likewise other reasons for 
the absence of the Princess of Monaco. She 
is virtually separated from the Prince, and 
while there have been no legal judicial pro- 
ceedings as yet, the breach between them is 
complete, and they have not lived together 
for a considerable time. 

Popular sympathy in the matter is to a 
great extent with the Princess, who is an 
amiable woman. The fact that she should 
be so completely ignored not merely by the 
British court but even by the English great 
world during her frequent stays and pra- 
longed sojourns in the United Kingdom 
would seem to indicate that, while it is dif- 
cult to find anything bad enough to say 
about her husband, her own behavior has not 
been altogether free from indiscretion, espe- 
clally with regard to her extravagant patron- 
age of thé young operatic composer, to whose 
presence in her train the Prince so strongly 
objected. 

The matter acquires additional interest 
from the fact that the eldest son of the Prin- 
ceas by her first marriage is to spend the win- 
ter in this country. He bears the title of 
Duke of Richelieu, is 25 years of age, and 
holds besides the Dukedom of Richelieu that 
of Fronsac and the Marquisate of Jumilhac. 
Were he to marry an American their eldest 
son would bear the title of Duke of Fronsac. 


It is hardly necessary to explain that the 
dukedom was founded by the great Car- 
dinal de Richelieu, who played se great a 
role in the French history of the seventeenth 
century, and who at his death bequeathed 
his dukedom to his grand-nephew—that is to 
say, to the grandson of one of his (the 
prelate’s) sisters. Among the ancestors of 
the young Duke (who, by the bye, is half an 
American through his mother) I may mention 
the famous Marshal Duke of Richelieu, who 
figured so prominently in European history 
during the latter half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Then there was that Duke of Richelieu 
who created Odessa. 

The Dukes of Richelieu in the male line 
came to an end with the death of that Duke 
of Richelieu who was Minister of State to 
King Louis XVIII. The latter monarch 
thereupon conferred the Dukedoms of Rich- 
elieu and of Fronsac upon the Minister's sis- 
ter’s son, the Marquis de Jumilhac, who after 
the revolution of 1830 distinguished himself 
by hid hostility to the Orleans dynasty, being 
one of the most devoted adherents of that 
Henry V. who was known as the Comte de 
Chambord. Dying unmarried and without 
issue, he was succeeded by his nephew, the 
gon of his younger brother, who only held 
the dukedom for a few months and died leav- 
ing a daughter, who is still unmarried, a son, 
the present Duke de Richelieu, and a widow— 
namely: Alice Heine of New Orleans, who 
nine years afterwards became the second 
wife of the reigning Prince of Monaco. 

The country seat of the Duke of Richelieu 
is the chateau of Haut Buisson, in the De- 
partment of the Sarthe, and until the sep- 
aration of the Prince and Princess a few 
months ago the Duke made his headquarters 
when at Paris at the Prince’s mansion in the

HOME TRADE E IN WOOL GROWS. | 
8 of Manufactured Product Fall

D. Oct. 14.—[Special. }]— 
There has been a improvement in 
woolen manufactures during the last few 
years, due to the beneficial effects of the 
Dingley tariff law. The imports of woolen 
munutactures into the United States at pres- 
ent are less than one*third the value of those 
of 1895, while during the last ten years the 
exports of woolen manufactures have more 
than trebled. 


During the eight months ending on Aug. 
31. 1900, the imports of woolen manufactures 
amounted to $12,084,928, against $40,667,044 
in 1895, and $20,644,004 in 1896, 

The average annual importation of woolen 
manufactures during the decade from 1890 
to 1900 has been $25,000,000, the high water 
mark having been reached in 1895, when the 
total was $40,067,044. During that and the 
succeeding two years the importations were 
heavy, averaging for the period nearly $36. - 
000,000 for the eight months period of each 
year, but since that time the importations 
have constantly decreased, until in the years 
— 1809, and 1900 they reached their lowest 
evel, averaging during the eight months of 
each year only about $11,000,000. 

Thus it will be seen that the importations 
of woolen manufactures are now one-half 
their annual average since 1890. 

On the other hand, the exports of woolen 
manufactures have slowly but steadily in- 
creased, advancing from $268,004 in 1800, 
by — in 1896, $144,512 in

The details as to the destination of the ex- 
ports of woolen manufactures for the present 
year are not yet available, but from as ex- 
ination of the official report for the fiscal 

1899 it is seen that American carpets 
find their chief foreign markets in the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Mexico, and the Orient: 
dress goods go chiefly to England and Mex- 
ico; flannels and blankets to Hawali, China, 
Canada, and Chile; clothing to Canada and 
Hawali, and miscellaneous manufactures of 
wool ta.

WAGES GENERALLY INCREASED. 


Statistics for Ten Years Show a Re- 
markable Fluctuation in the Av- 
erage Paid Workers. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14-—Carroll D. 
Wright, Commissioner of Labor, has issued 
a bulletin giving a summary of data in a 
previous publication on “ Trusts and Indus- 
trial Combinations,“ showing the rate of 
wages in various occupations for a period 
xtending back in most cases from the pres- 
ent year to 1891. The data was secured di- 
rectly from the pay rolls of establishments 
in all sections of the country. 

The information contained pertains to 148 
establishments, representing twenty-six in- 
dustries and 192 occupations. Those items 
for which data for the whole period were not 
given were excluded from consideration in 
the summary. All the data included, except 
those for mining, relate to manufacturing 
industries, the data relative to steam rall- 
roads and street railways having been ex- 
cluded from the summary. 

The summary shows as follows the average

The bulletin concludes as follows: 

It may be stated that during the years in 
which the course of wages declined the rates 
of 1891 and 1892 in many tances remained 
unchanged, and in like manner during the 
last few years, in which the general course 
ef wages has been upward, the wages in 
these instances have not, of course, respond- 
— to the general rise. In other instances 
he per cent of deorease was notably large 
during the years of depression, while during

ENGLAND INNEED OF GOLD 


BANK OF FRANCE SAID TO BE 
HOLDING LARGESUFPLY. 


America Askea to Divert Its Demands 
from London te the Institytion in 
Paris—Bank of England Wants 10,- 

Pounds, but Has Received 
Only 1,500,000 Pounds of What It 
Needs - New Gold from the Witwa- 
tersrand Forthcoming.

The Chicago Tribune by A. J. Wilson.) 
LONDON, Get. 14.—Could you not oblige us 
by diverting your. demands for gold toward 
the Bank of France? That powerful institu- 
tion has within the last twelve months added 
nearly 155,000,000 francs to its stock, and now 
holds neafly 915,000,000 francs. Surely it 
might let £10,000,000 of this out without rais- 
ing the discount rate in France higher than 
it is here now. Perhaps we cannot help our- 
delves, but certainly the. money market is 
much perturbed at the prospect of further 
withdrawals from the Bank of England. In 
the last ten days it has lost for export more 
than £1,000,000, and the discount business has 
in consequence become exceedingly difficult. 
Many of our banks have ceased to buy bills 
from the brokers in any quantity, even at 4 
per cent, and only one would this morning 
help to relieve the market a little by taking 
them at 315-16 per cent. That being s0, 
brokers are generally asking . per cent more 
the bank rate, and on some classes of 
remitted bills demand even 4% per cent in 
order to put business past them. 


| Bank Rate Must Go Up. 

The bank rate will have to be advanced, 
everybody says, and many expected it to 
go up this week, but it would be quite futile 
for the banks to make any such step when 
short money floods the market at 2 to 2% 
per cent on the seven-day loans. Why 
should there be this anomaly ip so marked 
a degree? Because the fear of dearer 
money always induces holders of free cred- 
its to keep them near at hand. Banks will 
lend their money for a day or a week at 
ridiculous rates, but they will not invest in 
three months’ bills at twice the short-loan 
figure lest they should have the market 
against them within the next week or two. 
This is the invariable rule when any market 

fears a sharp tightening of rates, but, as I 
have before explained, our market has just 
deen near being flooded by credits in conse- 
quence of the enormous demands of the gov- 
ernment upon the Bank of England. All 
the money raised by the two public loans 
and by the successive issues of treasury 
bills has been expended, and at present the 
treasury in addition owes the bank nearly. 
£8,000,000 on temporary advances. 

Such @ mass of credit created and flung 
upon the market necessarily swamps it, and 
the discount would have beem under 3 per 
cent but for the menacing position of ex- 
change in New York and the continent and 
signs of increasing dearness for money not 
only in London but we may say all over 
Europe. 

Duty of Bank Toward Market. 

To enable the bank to render effective a 
5 per cent rate it is first of all necessary to 
sweep away the credit omitted on the de- 
mands of the government. That is to say, 
the bank must enter the market as a bor- 
rower and withdraw, as it did early in Sep- 
tember, several millions of this credit to 
force loan rates up from 8% to 4 per cent. 

It has been trying this borrowing these 
last few days, but only in a feeble and in- 
effectual manner, and until I see it vigor- 
ously raking in the mass of bankers’ money 
now oppressing the dealers in credit I can-

| More Gola Is Needed. 

Long ago I told you that we wanted £10,- 
000,000 of gold from abroad to help us

we have not received £1,500,000. 

Within the next fortnight £1,000,000 is com- 
ing from India, but from no other quarter are 
there indication of readiness to part with 
the stocks on hand or the available supplies 
of new gold. No wonder our bankers and 
discount houses look anxiously around for 
help, and seeing none of sufficient volume 
become apprehensive for the future. They 
are just in that condition of nervousness 
which exaggerates the dangers and paralyses 
ali vigorous efforts to meet and overcome 
difficulties. Everybody expected even as 
late as August that the Witwatersrand mines 
would be getting under way again by this 
time so that before the end of the year a 
substantial supply of gold would be once 
more arriving. The most sanguine now say 
it will be another six months before anything 
of the kind can be looked for.

THER FALL IN RESERVES. 


Gold Imports of a Little 
for the Week Have but Little Effect 
on the General Situation, Either 
Practical or Sentimental—Sterling 
Exchange Still at the Import Point— 


a Little Lower.

Healthful conditions continue in finance. 
The associated banks put outa in finance, 
favorable statement at the close of the week, 
showing a decrease in reserves of only 
$1,777,975, where the general expectation in 
‘banking circles had been this item would 
show a falling off of about $6,000,000. There 
were unfavorable items in the weekly state- 
ment, such as a decrease of nearly $9,000,000 
in loans and a falling off of over $15 600,000 
in deposits, but as the public eye rests main- 
ly on the item of reserves the statement was 
generally accepted as a favorable one. It 
is believed the time has passed when these 
reserves will fall more dangerously near the 
legal limit line than they now stand. This 
excludes any probability of an issue of clear- 
ing-house certificates, which expedient was 
resorted to about a year ago when the 
reserves were practically wiped out. 

Contrary to what was general opinion a 
week ago Europe is consenting to exports of 
the period under review New 

$3,500,000 of the yel- 
low metal and should the pressure of bills 
on the market be sufficient to keep sterling 
exchange down to a point where imports are 
possible at a profit there is a fair 
of a continuation of the movement. It is, 
however, having no particular effect, prac- 
tical or sentimental. In a way the imports 
of gold refiect the logical result of the ex- 
traordinarily large outward movement. of 
high-priced cotton and to a lesser extent of 
other commodities, making the trade bal- 
ance decidedly in favor ofthis country. | 

In the money market the tendency 1s still 
toward firmer rates. Practically no funds 
are going out at less than 5 per cent and in 
instances an even higher rate is obtainable. 
The situation is much more encouraging to 
bankers than those that have recently ruled. 
They see in the new conditions an enforced 
conservatism in. the making of loans which 
ia a retarding influence to business excesses. 
Most of the banks report themselves fairly 
well loaned up. The demand is large for 
crop-moving purposes, | 

Railroad earnings continue to show steady 
though gradual increases. The gross earn- 
ings of sixty-four roads for the fourth wéek 
in September were $13,135,471, a decrease 
of $284,717, or 2.12 per cent.
